She 
was born on “he 20th of July,1804. Schiller 


enjoyed only 

and ber Of her first self-conscious- 
ness could not reach back to the days of her 
father. But she lived entirely in us works; 
her life waa consecrated to his memory. She 
became, as it were, a treasure box, in which 
the admirers of Schilier could find all that 
was not lost from his career in life. She and 
her son bore in their features, as could be 
easily sea from pictures of Schiller, the 
nearest resemblance to hini of any of the 
telatives. She stood next to him im genias 
and intellect. She had a sacred reverence 
for all that was beautiful, which made 
her herself worthy of all veneration. 

“In Fractkenwalde, surrounded by fields 
and trees, she lived in the strictest seclusion, 
dividing ber time between her duties as 
housewife, and the loved work of her pen, 
every one who, On 8 occasions, was 
permitted to visit the castle, approached her 
with the warmest affection and respect. 
Through her rich correspondence she re- 
mained in active intercourse with all the 
celebrities on the present day. Her letters 
breathe a singular freshness ; in them speaks 
the daughter of Schiller—even the hand 
writing resembles her father’s. 

“ A pleasant hour led me at cne time into 
her circle, where she, in a certain measure, 
had become the central : oint among the 
first of German minds. Who, as far as the 
German language reachés, does not remember 
the festival with whieh the one hundredth 
anniv of the poet’s birthday was cel- 
ebrated in 1859? In Vienna, it was cele- 
brated with the greatest brilliancy. The city 
press issued magnificent editions of his 
works. How this anniversary ecansed to 
break out afresh festal fetes m al lands, 
even across the ocean, for reports came of 
numberless celebrations in America! 

“In the Castle of Griefenstein was re- 
ceived the united reports of ull the festivals; 
and in 1863 Frau Von Gleichen Russworm 
had a catalogue printed of all the reports, 
and allthe festal gifts that were sent in, 
thus creating a lasting remembrance of this 

reat centenary celebration. 

“The baroness had in her castle a single 
little closet near her sitting-room, which she 
laughingly called her secret cabinet. There 
lay, well preserved in a caskct, her treasures, 
and no small favor was it to see them, These 
were the writings of her father, a leek of his 
hair, acd the qubjects of his legacy. Many 
of these writings were unprinted, and the 
baroness could not bring herself to consent 
to their publication, but she did so later. In 
1865, there appeared Schilier’s calender from 
July 18, 1795, until 1805. This gives us as it 
were a glance behind the scenes, or into the 
daily prosaic life of the poet, a life which we 
commonplace people can ecarce accredit to 
persons possessing 89 much spiritual great- 
ness. In 1867 was published Schiller’s dra- 
matic sketch of his “Buds of Poesy,” full of 
the poet's rich fancy, whose fruits he was 
not able to give us, as he was taken away in 
the full bloom of life. 

“The baroness often complained that her 
widowed mother was not universally accord- 
ed the place that Schiller himself gave to her 
intellectual abilities. In order to set forth 
more clearly the picture of Lotta, she joined 
with professor Urlichs of Wurzburg, in is- 
suing the Jarge volumes entitled ‘Charlotte 
von Schiller and her Friends,’ a work which 
gives abundant sketches of the history of her 
times. It waa a great sorrow to her that, 
owing to the delay of the publishing house, 
no critical edition of Schiller’s works could 
be brought out, but in every edition more or 
leas errors had crept in. 

“It is owing entirely to the unremitting
